crow were that this event would be held quarterly or semi- 
annually. 


According to the April 30, 1953 issue of The Times 
time), 


(Rogue River's weekly 
“Immediately following the 
announcement that the 
contest would be staged, 
newspapers in all parts of 
the country and radio sta- 
tions in their broadcast® 
told of the impending con- 
test. This was what the 
Boosters had hoped for — 
something to publicize 
Rogue River as a town.” 

Prior to the first 
Rogue River National 
Rooster Crowing Contest, 
which was held on May 23, 1953, the merchants dis- 
played the caged roosters in front of their places of busi- 
ness. During this time, roosters were stolen or hidden 
away and many shenanigans took place. 

First place winner of this initial event was a rooster 
named Hollerin’ Harry, owned by Rogue River's Donnie
